No. ll-Pres/94.—The President is pleased to 
approve the award of Ashoka Chakra for most 
conspicuous bravery to:— 

COLONEL NEELAKANTAN JAYACHAN- 
DRAN NAIR (IC-25070), KIRTI CHAKRA, 

16, MARATHA LIGHT INFANTRY (POS¬ 
THUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award—20th December, 
1993). 

Colonel Neelakantan Jayachandran Nair, Kirti 
Chakra, was Commanding Officer of 16 Maratha 
Light Infantry Battalion. The battalion had been 
deployed for mobile counter insurgency operations 
in Central and Northern Nagaland since May 1993. 
On successful completion of operations, the battalion 
was being de-inducted. 


On 20th December, 1993, Col. Nair was leading 
the advance party of the convoy moving towards 
Mon on the Mokokchung-Mariani Road in. Naga¬ 
land. At 8.40 A.M. when Col. Nair and his men 
were negotiating a series of road bends, they were 
ambushed by about one hundred armed insurgents 
from well prepared positions. The overwhelming 
fire from sophisticated and automatic weapons 
killed one Junior Commissioned Officer and 13 
Jawans on the spot. Col. Nair, who was also 
seriously injured, did not lose courage nor was he 
unnerved. 

Ten years ago, in 1983 in Mizoram, Col. Nair 
had gone through a similar experience of engaging 
the insurgents in a close quarter combat and had 
killed one of them, notwithstanding serious bulla 
injuries in both his thighs. Col. Nair had then been 
decorated with Kirti Chakra in recognition of his 
exceptional gallantry. 

On the fateful morning of 20th December, 1993 
in Nagaland, unmindful of his serious injuries, Col. 
Nair crawled to the other side of the road, balanced 
himself against the slope of the raised ground, ordered 
a Lance Naik to mount of his shoulders and threw 
two hand grenades on the firing position of the 
insurgents. Consequently, their firing stopped. 
Making use of this brief pause, Col. Nair organised 
his Jawans in an assault line. With indomitable 
courage and grim determination he charged at the 
insurgents killing one of them. Despite his serious 
personal injuries, throughout the charge, Col. Nair 
led from the front, exhorting and inspiring his men. 
Faced with such extraordinary courage, the insur¬ 
gents broke ranks and fled. Under extremely diffi¬ 
cult circumstances while grappling with the insur¬ 
gents mid eventually putting them to fight, Col 
Nair was constantly a source of inspiration to the 
men under his command. In this action, Col. Nair 
bore the brunt of automatic fire of the insurgents 
and attained martyrdom. His body was found 
300 metres away from the site of ambush near the 
firing position of the insurgents. 

Thus Colonel Neelakantan Jayachandran Nair, 
Kirti Chakra, in the best traditions of the Indian 
Army, displayed courage and gallantry of the highest 
order, much above and beyond the call of duty.
